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The Trustees of the Beaux-Arts Institute of 
Design having sold the present building at No. 126 
East 75th Street, New York, N. Y., and purchased 
property at No. 304-306 East 44th Street as a site 


‘for the new one, it was necessary, because of the 


number of aspirants for the work, to determine a 
method for the selection of an architect. 


On Thursday, November 17th, the concours for 
the design of the new building was held in the 
grande salle of the Institute. Fifty-five members, 
both architects and mural painters, of the Society 
of Beaux-Arts Architects and the Institute, took the 
esquisse-esquisse. Seven were unable to complete 
their drawings within the time limit of four hours 
and were placed hors de concours. In the galaxy 
were many of the most learned members of the pro- 
fession, some coming even from points as far distant 
as Cleveland, Washington and Asheville, N. C. The 
designs submitted were worthy of their authors who, 
in all probability, had never worked as hard for 
many years. 


The jury, had it been within their power, would 
like to have made more than one winning award, 
but as the Institute is not contemplating erecting 
more than one building, this could not be done. 
After mature and intelligent deliberation, Mr. Fred- 
eric C. Hirons’s design was chosen.. Mr. Harry 
Sternfeld was placed second, Mr. William Van 
Alen was placed third, and Mr. A. D. Seymour was 
placed fourth. 


It is a source of satisfaction to the Trustees that 
the four winning designs were submitted by Paris 
Prize winners. From this the logical deduction 
might be that it is. mot necessary to go East or West 
for an architectural education, but rather that the 
best one may be had under the tutelage of the 
Institute.

At one end of this bridge, which 
springs from the steep and rocky banks of the river, a toll 
house is to be built. The requirements demand that it shall 
have: 

1. A small office for the toll keeper directly accessible to the 
roadway of the bridge. 

2. A small First Aid room with space for cot, etc. 

3. Dining room or mess hall, large enough for twelve State 
troopers, and kitchen. 

4, A small room for Sergeant, with telephone booth and toilet. 

5. A sentry box placed on the other side of the roadway. 

6. Stairs leading to living quarters on second floor.

This problem is the design of a decorative fountain which is 
to be built against the blank wall of a building. The site 
is triangular in shape. ‘Two of the sides of equal length, are 
112 feet cach and are on two wide avenues which join on an 
important plaza. The third side is 75 feet long and is bounded 
by a building which has a blank wall 75 feet high facing the

plaza. The sidewalks on the two avenue sides are 20 feet each 
outside the plot. 

The treatment should be monumental in character and form 
an important architectural composition on the plaza.

CLASS “A & B” ARCHAEOLOGY I PROJET 
“AN EGYPTIAN TEMPLE” 


The Egyptian Temples in many instances were cut from 
the living rock in the side of a mountain. They were cruciform 
in plan and were entered by a relatively small doorway. ‘This 
entrance was emphasized by its architectural treatment, which 
in some instances consisted of carving on the face of the rock, 
and in others the doorway was flanked with colossal figures. 
The figures, acting as sentinels to the temple, were sometimes 
as high as 80 feet and represented the reigning monarch. A 
small figure of the queen was often standing at the feet of the 
king. 

Directly over the entrance was placed a symbol of the god 
to which the temple was dedicated. The rock was cut out to 
indicate the general lines of a portico. 

This problem is the design of such a temple. The carved 
composition is not to exceed 100 feet in width.
